AFGHANISTAN. 


SIEGEL Preparing for an Attack by the 
Russians. 


St. Petersburg Papers on the Situation - 
The ‘‘Thunderer’s” Opinion of the 
Outlook—india’s Loyalty. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Lonpon, March 10.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette says: The news received last 
evening to the effect that the Russians 
had advanced their outposts in Znulpkar 
Pass, further south, instead of withdraw- 
ing north, as requested by England, is be- 
lieved to be incorrect. The Gazette states 
there can be no doubt that grave fears 
are entertained of a collision between the 
Russian and Afghan troops, as this last

face to face, and has taken the Russians 
much nearer Afghan Territory. There 
is no indication, says the Gazette, that 
the Russians have gone beyond what they 
consider the Afghan boundary line. 
COLLISION IMMINENT. 

The Times states the Russians have ad- 
vanced further into Afghan territory, 
and a collision is imminent. The Afghans 
are prepared to withstand the attack, and 
the British government has ordered Gen- 
eral Sir Peter Lumsden to organize a sys- 
tem of defense. The Ameer of Afghanistan 
has requested England to fortify Herat, 
so it ean be defended by Afghan troops. 

INDIA LOYAL. _ 

The native press of India, with scarcely 
an exception, express loyalty toward 
England and confidence in the wisdom 
and firmness of Lord Dufferim, British 
Viceroy of India. There are many ex- 
pressions of anger and hostility against 
Russia, and Brahmins and Moslems vie 
in expressions of contempt for the new 
religion which they say Russia would at- 
tem pt to forve upon India. 

COMING NEARER HOME. 

The Times in editorial says: ‘‘We be- 
lieve the body of General Lumsden’s 
troops have oecupied the Robat pass. It 
is hoped that General Lumsden’s meas- 
ures will prevent the capture of the key 
of India by a coup de main. If Russia is 
bent on war she has many vulnerable 
points. If she forces England to. hostili- 
ties she cannot imagine the struggle to 
be confined to the remote regions of 
Central Asia.”’ 

A RUSSIAN OPINION. 

St. PererspurG, March 10.—The Vied- 
mosti says: ‘‘While the Abdurrahman is’ 
an independent ruler, England is as little 
justified in remonstrating with the Rus- 
sian movement of, Alikahanoff as Russia 
would be to lecturé England on the move- 

ments of General Lamsden. Our right to 
occupy Afghanistan is equal to that of 
England‘so long as the meeting at Rawil 
Pindi yielded no practical result.”’ 

NEEDN’T FIGHT ABOUT IT. 4 

A Persian paper says that at a cabinet 
council at which the Ameer of Cabul and 
several Generals were present, it was de- 
cided to ask the English Government to 

treat with Russia for the restoration of 
Subi-Khatum and Penjedeh, but not to 
make Russian occupation a casus belli, 
the places not being of strategic import- 
| ance. Zulfikar Pass, however, it was de- 

cided, must be recovered by force of arms 
if necessary. Another Persian paper says 
several Herat nobles arrived at Sarakhs 
to present a petition to the Russians to 
annex Herat. 

RUSSIA’S POSITION, 

Sh, PreterspurG, March 10.—The Novoe 
Vremya expresses the opinion that the 
dispute on the Afghan question arises 
from an erroneous impression in England 
as to the true position of Russia in Cen- 
tral Asia. England now recognizes her 
mistake, and wishes modus vivendi to 
avoid oecupying Herat, Russia will be 
compelled to interfere for the sake of 
restige. Russia will not surrender a 
air’s-breadth of her present possession, 
nor will she abate her moderate demands. 
| Other Russian papers will have similar 

comments. 

WHY THAT FLAG WAS PULLED DOWN. 
Lonpon, March 10.—In the House of 
Lords this afternoon Earl Granville, in 
answering a question respecting the re- 
age hauling down of the British flag 
y Germans, said in the face of Bismarck’s 
assurances of Germany’s friendship for 
England, he did not believe the hauling 
down of the British colors and hoisting 
the German flag, as reported, were in- 
tended as an insult to England, but were 
probably due to ignorance on the part of 
the German commander, who might 
have believed Victoria was included in 
the recent English cession to Germany of 
a certain slice of territory in the Cam- 
Lonpon, March 10.—Granville said 
that neither the English nor German 
Cabinet was aware that the British flag 
had been hauled down by the Germans ip 
Victoria. The most friendly negotiations 
were in progress between Germany and 
England in regard to colonial interests.

WHEAT AND CORN. 


Imcrease Over Last Year of the 
Amountin Farmers’ Hands. 

WASHINGTON, March 10:—The report of 
the consumption and distribution of corn 
and wheat from the statistics returned to 
the Department of Agriculture shows that 
37% per cent. of the last crop of corn re- 
msins in the farmers’ hands, against 33 
per cent. on the first of March, 
1884. The supply in farmers’ hands 


last March was 521,000,000 bushels, 
and the remainder now is about 
675,000,000. Two years ago the stock re- 
maining at the same date was 585,000,000, 
or 36% per cent. of the crop. The amount 
shipped is a few millions less than last 
year. The exports equal 28,000,000 
bushels, against 32,000,000 at the same 
date in 1884, and the commercial receipts 
at Western markets are also full. The 
Eastern crop is reducing slightly in de- 
mand. Notwithstanding the reduction in 
price, the proportion of. merchantable 
corn is very large, being 87 per cent. 
against an average of 80 per cent. fora 
period of years’ and 60 per cent. for last 
year. Wheat is reported in farmers’ 
hands, amounting to about 33 per cent. 
of the crop of 169,000,000 bushels, 
or 50,000;000 bushels than 
the stock last March, when the crop was 
less by 92,000,000. There has been a 
slightly freer use of wheat for bread and 
little of the poorer quality, has been fed 
to stock. The stock on March 1, 1883, 
was 281; per cent. of the previous crop, or 
143,000,000 bushels, and that on March 
1, 1882, was 98,000,000. The quality is re- 

rted above the average in every western

Capt. Stuart Stanley gives, from per- 
sonal knowledge, the following brief 
sketch of General Wolseley. We copy 
from the San Diego Union: 

_ Wolseley joined us, of the Royal 
Engineers, before Sebastopol, in Jan- 
uary, 1855. We were then short of 
officers and he belonged to tfe Eighth 
Infantry and was Lieutenant in that 
corps, and was among those who were 


| for the time attached to us. 


He did not take part in the battle of 
the Alma, nor was he at Inkermann. 

Hie services, in small wars, are since 
that period pretty well known. 

After the Egyptian campaign, ending 
at Tel-el-K’bir, I had occasion, on my 
return to England, to review, in the 
Army and Navy Gazette, of London, his 


~ eonduct of that campaign and to com- 


pare it with the manner in which Gen- 
eral Roberts conducted his great march 
from Cabul to Candahar, and which 
was crowned by the decisive defeat of 
koob Khan. 
hat review of mine gave but scant 
pleasure to Wolseley and his friends, 
and his conduct of the campaign on the 
Nile has entirely justified the estimate 
then given of his abilities. As Adjus- 
tant-general, in an oftice, he has few 
equals and no superior in Europe, but 
he is not a great strategist, nor even 
great tactician. 

In the Nile campaign, his object was 
not the possession of Khartoum, but its } 
relief, and since he was not sure that 
he could arrive in time to prevent its 
fall, he should have moved forward in 
force sufficient to recapture the town— 
if fallen—and thus blot out the prestige 
of the M’hadi. 

Again, instead of keeping his little 
army of 8,000 men together, he broke 
them up into three columns, beyond 
supporting distance of one another, and 
that, too, in presence of an enemy re- 
markable for his extreme rapidity of 
movement—that is, his power of con- 


centration. 


But the man did not grasp the magni- 
tude of the task before him, and hence 
his retreat and concentration 
after having, through the bull-dog 
courage of his men, scored two bril- 
liant and bloody victories. 


It will be observed that the opinion 


here expressed of Wolseley, by one of 


his own countrymen and comrades, is not 
much better, so far as it relates to the 
British officer as a commander in the 

_ field, than that expressed by the New 
York World in the article which was re- 
produced in last Sunday’s Times. Wol- 
seley is the British McClellan.

WORKING WOMEN. 


Scheme of the cin 06. 


tablish a Home. 

The following report of the Commit- 
tee on Women’s Work was submitted to 
urday, March 

As a matter of interest to the Club, 

the Committee on Women's Work has 
taken some pains to ascertain the num- 
ber of self-supporting women in Los 
Angeles, their occupation and compen- 
sation. Asaresultof itsinquiry the 


comnuittee report the facts elicited and 


also give comments made by those inter- 
viewed. 

While it is impossible to give precise 
figures, it is estimated that at least two 
thousand (2000) women in this city earn 
their own livelihood—this number not 
including the many wives who clerk in 
their husbands’ stores, and the many 
more who eke out the family income by 
taking boardersand lodgers and sew- 
ing, yet are nut considered self-sup- 
porting. 

Beginning with the professions, 
Woman four years ago had no represen- 
tation among the physicians, but now 
three women are enrolled in the County 


Medical Society, and a number of 
others advertise in our newspapers. 


their brothers. 

The number of artists is increasing 
rapidly, but as all seem to have a fair 
amount of work, artistic culture must 
also be upon the increase. 

At least twelve women teach art 
needlework for a livelihood, but their 
work and prices have been severely cut 
into by amateurs, who are often women 
of means, taking pupils for pleasure 
and a very small amount of money. 

Music teachers, uf whom over seventy- 
five buy music at one store, are in- 
jured in the same way as art needle- 
workers. 

In salaried positions school teachers 
rank first in point of compensation, 
Of the sixty-six teachers employed in 
our public school, sixty are women who 
receive an average salary of $82.66 per 
month. Teachers in private schools get 
a much lower average. No distinction 
is made in the public schools in the pay 
of men and women—their pay being 
equal in equal positions. 

Women are employed as cashiers and 
book-keepers in a few book, dry goods 
and grocery stores, at ac average salary 
of forty dollars. This is a much lower 
price than is paid to men as book- 
keepers, they averaging at least seventy- 
five dollars. It is claimed, that in a 
business of small proportions a man 
acts as collector as well as book-ke eper; 
also, that women, as a rule, are poor 
business correspondents. 

From two to twelve women aré con- 
stantly employed in the most of the dry 
goods stores assaleswomen. Here the 
wages range from $4 to $15 per week, 
but will not average more than 
less than half the average pay of men 
and boys. in explanation of this dis— 
‘crimination store managers gave these 
reasons, which are presented without 
comment: 

Ist.- Boys generally enter stores when 
10 or 12 years of age as cash and errand 
boys and work their way to a position 
behind the counter. (Girls seldom 
enter until grown, and then often with 
so little knowledge of numbers as te be 
inaccurate in billing their sales, and 
sometimes even making mistakes in 
measuring goods. 

2d. In stores where clerks have no 
regular counter and are obliged to serve 
customers in any department, it is found 
that women, -generally, cannot lift 
heavy bolts of cloth from the shelves, 
and have to call upon their fellow men. 
In shoe and other stores where the re- 
serve stock is kept on top of the cases, 


.| women object to using the ladders, and 


again call upon the-male clerks. 
3d. In small stores, where only a few 
elerks are kept, men unpack the goods, 
wash the windows, sweep floors and 
perform the usual work of a porter. 
Women in the same place do not per- 
form that work, nor dress the windows. 
4th. Even the dress of women is 
criticised. The objection is made that 
in times of a rush several women in 
hoops and bustles are much 1n the way 
of each other in the narrow space be- 
hind the counter; also that tight dresses 
interfere with reaching high shelves. 
5th. Most remarkable of all, women 
are said to lack system; that they are 
poor stock-keepers; that is, that they 
are not orderly about their shelves. 
Women who éarn their daily bread 
with the needle are legion. Over forty 
women conduct dressmaking establish- 
ments and in these are employed many 
hands. While an exceptionally good 
dressmaker is paid $12 a week, the 
average pay is not more than $6, some 
receiving as low a8 $2. Explanatory of 
this lowest price: Girls go to learn the 
dressmaking, trade who are unable to 
sew a straight seam; as soon as they 
learn to put on dress braids and make 
pockets they expect and demand pay. 
In the millinery business a number of 
women and girls are employed at from 
$4 to $18 per week; $15 and $18 are 
commanded by head trimmers, but 
only for about three months during the 
two busy seasons—during the rest of 
the year this work is performed by the 
proprietor—it is doubtful if the aver- 
age wages will reach that of dress 
makers. Milliners who pay $4 and $5 
a week say that that sum is as much as 
their trade will warrant; that large dry 
goods stores, that deal also in millinery, 
sell that specialty at or below cost, as a 
sort of chromo, and so rob them (the 


and custom. 

Tailors employ women at from $9 to 
$12 a week. At some parts of the work 
they are pronounced excellent, buat 
usually are notable to do the heavy 
pressing. Without exception, tailors 


are much amused at the idea of paying 
women as much as men. One tailor 
said that he-had once had a woman in 
his employ who was a: superior work- 


he didn’t and wouldn’ t pay her as much 
as & man. 

Fifteen women sewcarpets at from 
$1925 to $1.50 a day. 

Many women sew by the day in 
private families at $1, $1.50 and $2 per 
day ; the latter price is given only to the 
yery best dressmakers. To these 
women are generally furnished lunch 
and dinner. 

It is to be hoped: that two cases 
reported to the committee are not a fair 
average of the pay for store work. A 
woman who had a child to support se- 
cured sheets to hem from a store in town. 
The goods was torn the proper length 
and ghe sewed two hems on each two 
and a half yards long, the wide hem 
having to be measured. For this work 
she received twenty-five cents per 
dozen sheets, or sixty yards of hem- 
ming. Another woman, obliged to sew 
at home in order to be with an invalid 
husband, makes cheviot shirts at $1.35 
per dozen, or eleven and one-fourth 
cents apiece. Women are employed in 
the woollen mills at an average of $1.25 
per day. 

As type-setters there seems to be no 
reason why women cannot compete 


geles, at least, they do not—$8 or $10 
being their average earnings. As arule 
women do. not spell, punctuate or space 
as well as men—they begin, as in clerk- 
ing, when grown, while boys grow up at 
the trade. They are said to have little 
ambition to perfect themselves in the 
trade. 

As nurses women stand acknowledged 
as much superior to men and command 

ood pay—$15 to $25 a week and 
board. This workis very hard when 
properly done and often means both 
day and night service. While many 
nurses excelin their work, the ignor- 
ance of others is alarming and isa 
question to which the women of this 
club can well direct their attention and 
influence. 
Laundries give employment to some 
women as ironers, at from $1 to $2 per 
day. The hours at this work for Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday are very 
long, from 7 a. m. to 10 p, m.; but on 
Mondays and Saturdays only about half 
a day is given.# One proprietor stated 
that he had been obliged to send for 
six Chinamen, as he could not fill the 
places with women. He prefers to hire 
women if they accomplish but two-thirds 
the amount. This same man has taken 
twelve girls to teach the business, but 
has succeeded in keeping but two of the 
number long enough to accomplish any 
great good. He has telt that women

You 
can hardly perceive how strongly the 
advantages of California are drawing 
the East. I can mention one gentle- 
man who has the names vd one hundred 
and fifty thousand people anxicus to 
here, and held back by lack 
of knowledge as to the opening for 
them. They are not of, pauper- 
dom, either, but people of means 
‘and culture who would adorn any 
community. I am very ‘set’ in 
that regard, and wish to induce only 
the very best class of immigration. [ 
would sooner have no settlers at all 
than such as would make ‘dumb’ citi- 
zens or hoggish neighbors. There is 
gelt-interest as well as principle in 
this. I intend tomake my home and 
my family’s here, and we wish to keep 
in good company.

An Expert Tells Hew to Check it. 

B. M. Lelong. Superintendent and 
Insectologist of the Fruit-Growers’ As- 
sociation, and an admitted expert in 
fruit pests, has addressed to John B. 


Niles a letter regarding the white scale. 
He advises the appointment of a county 
inspector—a practical man—who should 
organize the fruit-growers and get them 
to adopt a plan for exterminating the 
pest. A single spraying will not kill 
the white scale—it takes at least a year. 
Trees must be prepared for spray- 
ing, all vegetable growth. near the 
trees removed, and bands put around 
the trees to prevent the insects from 
ascending. Some are anxious to exter- 
minate all pests; others care but little, 
so a strong ordinance is needed. To 
enforce this needs a practical, energetic 


point adequate deputies, without sal- 
ary or commissions, but to charge 
orchard owners a reasonable sum 


for inspection when inspection is 
asked. When injurious insects are 


found, the Inspector should be noti- 
fied and prescribe proper remedies. 
If the orchardist refuse to apply these 
after due warning,,he should be arrested 
under the county ordinance and tried 
before a Justice of the Peace 
for misdemeanor. Each Inspector 
should be furnished with speci- 
mens of insects for identification, 
and samples of remedies with a list of 
the ingredients. Unless such precau- 
tions are taken, Mr. Lelongthinks the 
white scale will spread beyond the pos- 
sibility of check. He gives instances 
of the pest’s rapid increase. It is now 
in many orchards between the new de- 
pot and Jackson street. It had a con- 
siderable run in San Gabriel—carried 
thither on a single potted plant—but is
